Council Adopts 
Open Space Element 


Albany City Councilmen 
unanimously adopted the revised 
open space element of the city’s 
General Plan at its 40-minute 
session Dee. 26. 

Approximately 140-150 acres 
have been designated as open 
space in Albany, including 
about 105 acres of the Albany 
Isles project. 

The ridge of Albany Hill from 
the north end of Taylor to the 
south end of Taft will be pre- 
served as an overlook. No struc- 
tures will be permitted within 
100 feet east of the ridgeline or 
within 200 feet west of the line. 
This effectively bans construc- 
tion on the west side of the hill 
on property owned ‘by Golden 
Gate Development Company. 
The three acres of private prop- 
erty have been designated open 
space in a scenic preservation 
category. 

Councilmen deleted item 3 in 
suggestions from Joan Lamph, 
ier, Senior Planner from Dun- 
can and Jones, urban planning 
and designing consultants. That 
item would have included the 
shoreline in the open space cate- 
gory for scenic preservation. 
Councilman Joe Carlevaro point- 
ed out that this area is under 
the jurisdiction of Bay Conser- 
vation and Development com- 
mission and any building would 
need prior approval from BCDC.
